We learned only a part of 
the lesson of mass_ protuc- 
“tion. We neglected to make 
-adequate the buying power of 
the masses, without which 
mass production cannot pos- 
“sibly succeed and keep us all 
employed. Hence the machin- 
ery of our civilization be- 
came unbalanced. We pass- 
ed through more than three 
years of pain before we began 
to think straight about the 
problem which faced us. 

Now, tardily, we are organ- 
izing—in part at least—the 
necessary readjustment. We 
are striving to restore bal- 
ance, and sanity. 


I am asked to discuss what makes the NRA program ne- 
cessary. In order to do so it is necessary to consider what 
has been harnening to us during the past 
to clear awe, many misconceptions. 

For centuries the trade rule was, “Buy cheap; 
The factory system revised this but slightly into, 
terials cheap, pay the lowest possible wages, get the largest 


margin of profit.’ 


Slowly we made discoveries about machine production. 

Machinery was costly. Therefore it was wasteful to man 
it with cheap or careless labor. 

To “earn its keep” machinery should operate steadily at a 
higher efficiency than man could maintain for long hours. 
Therefore employers found they had a selfish interest in 


shorter hours. 


A buge, efficient plant could make its owner vastly rich on 
a small per-unit profit margin. 
enabled many millions to buy products which they could not 
afford before. This “opened up new markets.” 

But often it cost a dollar—or even more—to sell an article 
which it had cost a dollar to make. 
ket, so we began trying to reduce the cost of selling. 

There were even “visionaries” 
headed business men who thought the time near when it 
would be advantageous if the mass of people could have 
more leisure in which to use“up things the Machine Age 


could produce. 


Now note this: None of these steps came about through 
vague “idealism”. That progress in business thinking came 
about through intelligent selfishness. 

At least a sizable minority of business 


Zealize that they had a selfish in-< 


derest in reasonably high wages, in 
the shorter hours labor had ob- 
AMained only by fighting, and in re- 


lu g production cost unit pro- 
fite. and the cost of selling 
Unfortunately only a minority 


had traveled this far in their busi- 
ness thinking. Few realized what 
gcience had done to the “rules of 
the game” of business

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SETTLEMENT DEFERRED 

Notice day passed at Washington with- 
out any of the debtor countries asking to 
be excused from meeting their December 
instalments on war debt account. But 
Washington has no delusion that the 
delinquents have come to an unanimous 
decision to pay. In point of fact it does 
not expect many, if any. of them to pay 
anything more than a “token” payment, 
as most of them did in June. 

Meantime France says it is willing to 
settle its debt finally at the rate of ten 
cents on the dollar, if Britain will be oblig- 
ing enough to lead the way with the same 
modest proposal. Unless Congress has 
“gone Oxford” there isn't the slightest 
chance that a settlement on that basis 
would be accepted—just yet. 

As matters stand, the debtors cannot 
pay, and do not even trouble to say they 
can't, while Washington has shown no 
symptom of a willingness to forgive the 
debts. The international debt load, it is 
safe to assume, will continue to exert its 
depressing influence on trade and finance 
for the indefinite future, with another 
world economic conference looming up for 
next summer. 


RELIEF AT OTTAWA 

Ottawa Journal: “According to the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics the Do- 
minion’s wheat crop this year will not 
exceed 282,000,900 bushels. This as against 
a vield of 428,000,000 bushels last year, of 
321,000,000 bushels the year before. 

“Thus an act of Providence has settled 
the problem of how Canada was to con- 
form with her quota of a 200,000.000 
bushel export to Europe this year. With 
home and seed requirements taken from 
this year’s yield, we shall have less than 
200,000,000 bushels left.” 

That, of course, simplifies matters for 
Mr. Bennett. With only half a crop in the 
hopper, he won't find it nearly so hard to 
hold the stopper on the spout and let out 
only so much wheat as our competitors 
think proper. 

But if we should all feel gratified be- 
cause the grass-hoppers came along and 
ate up half the crop, what were the Pro- 
vincial Governments thinking about a few 
weeks ago when they were shipping 
poisoned bait to the farmers to kill off the 
grass-hoppers? Mr. Bennett ought to have 
a word with these meddlers for interfering 
with the beneficent operations of his 
allies. 


WHAT IS THE ALTERNATIVE? 


legates to the Trades and Labor 
Congress of Canada, mecting at Windsor, 
Ont., registered their conviction that a 
thirty-hour week should be adopted in all 
branches of Canadian industry, with no 


reduction in the weekly pay envelope 
That would involve the employment of 
twenty or twenty-fiive per cent more men 
than are now employed in such ipa 
tions to turn out the same volume of pro 
ducts, and a corresponding increase in thi 


amount of money put into circulation as 
wages. 

This of course is in direct conflict with 
the stated opinion of Premier Bennett 
that Canada “cannot afford to experiment 
with shorter hours and higher pay.” The 
employment of more men at the present 
rate of pay would amount to the same 
thing as “higher wages” from the stand- 
point of the employer and in the effect 
upon his production costs 

It is not at all likely that the delegates 
expected the Government to forthwith dis- 
eard Mr. Bennett's view of the matter and 
exercise either its authority or its influ- 
ence to bring the shorter work week with 
unchanged pay into effect. But what they 
and the public have a right to expect is 
that the Premier wil! submit in clear-cut 
terms what alternative he has to offer as a 
means of putting buying power into circu- 
lation. Good faith demands that. The 
situation is too serious for continued 
silence on the subject. 

For three years the business of the 
country has been starving to death, not 
because the will to buy was absent, nor 
because the need to buy had been sated 
but because those who would buy and 
needed to buy could net earn the money 
with which to buy. Approximately on:

The other two, working the present hours, 
are apparently able to do all the produc- 
tion work that requires doing or that is 
likely to offer. 

Private employers cannot cut hours and 
hire more men, at increased cost to their 
operations, without some regulative action 
on the part of the national Government. 
Either -he law of the land or the force of 
public opinion will have to be called into 
play to make that policy general or it 
cannot become operative widely enough to 
affect the untmployment situation. But 
the Premier says he will neither use the 
law nor lend his powerful support to any 
such eni, because he does not believe the 
policy could succeed. 

Well, if the available amount of work is 
not to be divided up, and the amount of 
money in circulation thus increased by 
wages paid to those who now earn none, 
what has the Premier to offer as a substi- 
tute that will put buying power into the 
hands of the people? Canadians are en- 
titled at this juncture to a plain state- 
ment on that vital point from the man who 
three years ago pledged himself to pro- 
vide a job for every man who was willing 
to work at fair wages. 

Making speeches about the hardships 
and fortitude of our grandfathers does not 
help a bit. Floating a conversion loan, 
commendable so far as it goes, does not 
promise anything in this regard. How does 
the Premier propose to put more earned 
money into circulation in Canada, if not 
by shortening hours, distributing employ- 
ment, and keeping up the rates of pay? 
That is the very urgent question to which 
the employed, the unemployed, and the 
business interests of the country, will ex- 
pect Mr. Bennett to give a straightfor- 
ward reply.

When they refused on the 
ground that no need existed, he besought his po- 
litical predecessor, W. J. Bowser, now in private 
life, to join him in a “union government” composed 
of two Conservative leaders. Mr. Bowser was 
superseded by Dr. Tolmie in 1928. Like women and 
elephants, Ke never fotgets. He scorned the offér, 
intimating in a letter to the public that he has no

ACHE IN BACK OF HEAD AND NECK 

When readers send me letters and enclose draw.

Usu- 
ally there is a tight sensatior 
which is also noted. Sometime 
patients say that they hear 
creaking or grating sound 
plainly, each time that the head 
is turned; others state that they 
feel a throbbing beat at the base 
of the head which is disturbing

The strangest thing about this type of ache 
that while the pain is localized in the back of the 
neck and head, the cause !5 frequently about twe 
feet away from that region, being located in the 
lower part of the abdomen The organs which are 
most likely to give rise to this kind of reflex ache 
when they become congested or irritated are the 
generative organs. The irritation may be due t 
congestion or may be due to a falling of the intes 
tines and stomach, which exert a downward pres 
sure. If the large intestine is sluggish and over- 
loaded with waste, this may also induce a pressure 
against the other organs of the pelvis, which in turn 
will show itself by the ache in the back of the hea 
and neck 

Another ce se of pain in this particular par 
arises when the small bones of the upper spine slip 
out of plece. When you find a sore spot along the 
back of your neck that becomes tender if pressed 
with the fingers it is likely that you should have 
the neck adjusted by a doctor who understand 
the correct method of manipulating these bones 
If you experience almost immediate relief follow- 
ing the manipulative treatment you may be sure 
that you have found the cause of the trouble
